President Moves To Stem 
Outflow of Gold, Dollars 


Kennedy Gives His Blessing to Big 
Civil Rights Demonstration in Capital 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy has given his blessings 
to 
the 
late-August 
civil 
rights 
demonstration planned for the na­ 
tional capital and says, “I look 
forward to being here.” 
This was the highlight of a Ken­ 
nedy news conference Wednesday 
in which he applauded peaceful 
racial 
protests 
while 
decrying 
those which can lead to violence 
and bloodshed. 
The session with newsmen — 
Kennedy’s first in Washington in 
eight weeks — covered 
a 
wide 
range of topics including: 
Business and Taxes: The Presi 
dent said business is better than 
expected, tax receipts consequent 
ly have exceeded predictions and, 
as a result, last year’s budget def­ 
icit totaled $6.2 billion compared 
with a January forecast of $«.8 
billion. He said this bolsters his 
argument that a $10-billion tax 
cut would boost the economy still 


further 
and 
eventually balance 
the budget. 
Cold War Talks: Kennedy said 
he is “still hopeful’’ drat the Unit­ 
ed States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union can achieve some kind of 
nuclear test ban treaty in the 
current 
Moscow 
talks.

thinks talk of a possible summit 
meeting 
is 
pi ©mature, 
saying 
such a session is not “indicated or 
needed.” 
Moon 
Race: 
The 
President 
wants a continued effort to put an 
American on the moon in this dec­ 
ade in order to show “the capaci­ 
ty to dominate space.” He treat­ 
ed as inconclusive British scien­ 
tist Bernard Lovell’s report that 
the Soviets may be losing inter­ 
est in the moon race 
Rail 
Strike: 
Kennedy 
again 
urged the railroads and operating 
unions to settle their work rules 
dispute before a threatened na­ 
tionwide strike July 29. He said 


both sudes would be much better 
off to work things out themselves 
“ and not depend upon the govern­ 
ment to do it.” lf a strike comes. 
Kennedy said he will ask Con­ 
gress to end it by legislation. 
In talking about civil rights, 
Kennedy scoffed at a claim by 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace 
that racial deminstrations 
have 
been Communist-inspired. 
“ We 
have 
no 
evidence,’’ 
he 
said, “that any of the leaders of 
the civil rights movements in the 
United 
States are Communists 
We have no evidence that the 
demonstrations 
are 
communist 
inspired. I think it is a convenient 
scapegoat to suggest that all the 
difficulties are Communist.” 
Kennedy said those who com­ 
plain 
about 
organized 
protests 
should “do something about the 
grievances” 
that 
prompt them. 
He suggested it is illogical to say 
“don’t protest,” and at the same 
time assert, “We are not going to 


let you come into a store or a 
restaurant.” 
He said he sees the situation as 
“ a two-way street.” 
As for the Washington demon 
stration, scheduled for Aug. 28, 
Kennedy said it shapes up as “ a 
peaceful assembly calling for a 
redress of grievances” and under­

MOSCOW (AP)—Success In the 
nuclear test ban talks in Mosciw 
could lead to broader East-West 
negotiations and perhaps a sum 
mit conference this year. 
This is the view of Western 
diplomatic experts who caution, 
however, that everything depends 
on the outcome of the test ban 
talks, now in theii fourth day. 
Negotiators of the United States 
Britain and the Soviet Union still 
face several thorny issues.

President Asks 
Tax on Foreign 
S!ocks, Bonds 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy, 
in a 
surprise 
move, 
asked 
Congress 
today 
to 
tax 
Americans on most purchases of 
foreign stocks and bonds. The aim 
is to help stem the outflow of 
gold and dollars. 
Kennedys recommendation waa 
certain to have an immediate im­ 
pact 
on 
international 
financial 
markets because it would affect 
American 
investments 
currently 
approaching the rate of $2 billion 
a year. 


The 
unprecedented 
proposal, 
put forth in a special message to 
Congress on the worrisome U.S. 
balance 
of 
payments 
problem, 
represented the boldest and most 
controversial attem pt yet made 
by 
any 
administration 
to deal 
with the payments dilemma. 
To 
discourage 
the 
mounting 
flow of American savings abroad, 
Kennedy called for a special ex­ 
cise tax ranging from 2Vi per 
cent to 15 per cent on the pur­ 
chase price of securities issued 
by governments and businesses in 
22 industrialized 
countries. 
The 
tax would go into effect Friday 
and remain on the books until 
Dec. 31, 1965. 
Admittedly this would be strong 
medicine. 
But Kennedy said it 
wouTd “help prevent pressures for 
more restrictive measures.* 
A second highlight of Kennedy’s 
5,500-word message was an an­ 
nouncement 
that—for 
the 
first 
time—the United States will ex­ 
ercise is right to draw money 
from the International Monetary 
Fund. 
Starting 
Monday, 
the 
United 
States will begin drawing up to 
$500 million in foreign currencies 
from the IMF. These currencies 
will be used by the U.S. Treasury 
to buy foreign-held dollars that 
otherwise might be used 
to pur­ 
chase American goM. 
Kennedy predicted that enact­ 
ment of the excise tax plus other 
less dramatic moves under way 
or planned would trim nearly $2 
billion from the U.S. balance of 
payments deficit during the next 
18 months. 
In 1962 the deficit—the differ­ 
ence between the amount of mon­ 
ey leaving the country and the 
lesser amount coming in—totaled 
$2.2 billion. However, the deficit 
has 
been 
mounting 
this 
year 
and, in the April-June quarter, 
an annual rate of well over $3 
billion. 
Continued deficits in internation­ 
al financial dealings mean that 
foreigners are piling up surplus 
dollars which they can use to buy 
American gold—the 
key to the 
strength of the dollar. In recent 
years, the U.S. gold stock has 
dropped from $22 billion to under 
$15.7 billion. 
The effectiveness of the new 
moves—and even the adoption by 
Congress of the more drastic pro­ 
posals—may be in doubt. But tbs 
danger is not.

The rem ainder is called 
free gold—available to m eet for­ 
eign dem ands or fight aff any 
speculative runs.

the colonial past in the erstwhile 
Dark Continent had its good points. 
The growth in economic coopera­ 
tion between Western Europe and 
the African tropics and sub-trop­ 
ics will continue from bases that 
were established long ago, a ta­

avowal 
that 
something

benefit to both sides was started 
in the “ imperialistic” and “ colo­ 
nial” nineteenth century. 
Since trade between Che United 
States and such former African 
dependencies of West Europe as 
Senegal,

Volta and

French and Belgian Congos has 
never bulked very large, American 
exporters and i m p o r t e r s will 
not be directly affected by a pref­

agreement. The U. S. has, tradi­ 
tionally, taken its coffee from Cen­ 
tral America and from Brazil, its 
bananas from United Fruit plan 
tations around Che Caribbean. But

But the EEC m arket also absorb­ 
ed more than this amount of eof 
fee from Brazil alone. The elimin­ 
ation of tariffs on African tropical 
products such as coffee and cacao 
will mean that Brazil will be sel­ 
fing less to the nations of Western 
Europe. 
Since the Goulart government in 
Brazil is having a terrible time at­ 
tempting to control a raging infla­ 
tion, any loss of m arkets for Bra­ 
zilian coffee exporters is bound to 
have serious political 
repercus­ 
sions. The poorer Brazil gets in 
terms of foreign exchange, 
the 
more fertile the opportunity for 


the local supporters of a Castro 
type Communism. And the United 
States must either be prepared to 
give Brazil further economic in­ 
fusions in the shape of grants ar 
loans, or else stand helplessly by 
while the Goulart government mu­ 
tates further toward a Castroite 
left. 
This gloomy prospect could be 
mitigated if the European Econo­ 
mic Community nations and the 
former African colonies of Bel­ 
gium, France 
and Italy were to 
take a leaf out of the life story of 
the late U. S. Secretary of State,

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Tax 
experts here claim a law enacted 
by the recent legislature appar­ 
ently contains a $9 million error. 
But they expressed belief that 
it could be corrected when the 
General Assembly returns Dec. 2. 
The error turned up in a law 
enacted to cut taxes 
of “ Main 
S treet” m erchants. 
When passed by the House, the 
bill provided for a reduction, over 
a five-year period, in tax valua­ 
tions on the first $100,000 of all 
personal property used in busi­ 
ness. Tax savings w ere estim ated 
at $17 million annually.

Swedish Defense Ministry 


Tightens Its Security Gap 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — 
Sweden’s armed forces have em ­ 
barked on a oraish pirog ram to 
close the defense gap caused by 
the betrayal of mi lit ary secrets 
to the Soviet Union by air force 
Col. Stig Knik Wennerstrom. 
There is an atmosphere of al­ 
most wartime urgency at the De­ 
fense Ministry. 
Lights bum far into the night 
as arm y, navy and air force offi­ 
cers grapple with the task of re­ 
pairing the probable loss of the 
nation's entire defense strategy to 
the Russians. 
Security services axe working 
around the clock to check on other 
possible leaks in the military es­ 
tablishment or the government. 
Everyone—the government, op­ 
position 
parties, 
defense 
staffs 
and the newspapers—-agrees that 
Wennerstrom 
crippled 
Sweden. 
I ’he tall, suave airman diplomat 
has confessed that he fed mili­ 
tary secrets to the Russians for 
15 years. 
During that period he had ac­ 
cess to Sweden’s entire defense 
strategy Wennerstrom knew a lot 
about the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization's defense plans and 
weapons. He visited NATO mili­ 
tary' installations. He was in fre­ 
quent 
contact with Danish 
and 
Norwegian military men. He was 
friendly with many top Western 
diplomats here. 
The armed forces face an im­ 


mensely complicated and 
costly 
task. Fortifications, headquarters 
ship tunnels, 
repair 
shops 
and 
storage depots have been built in­ 
to granite accomodations at top- 
secret locations. Newspapers have 
reported there are 500 of these. 
TVo 
deep 
tunnels 
have 
been 
carved out of a mountain to ac­ 
arari other naval units. Plans have 
called for the entire navy to be 
provided with tunnels. These in­ 
stallations cannot be moved. Must 
new ones be built? 
The Swedish air force of 1,000 
all-jet, first-line planes must now 
consider whether a m ajor rede­ 
ployment to new 
bases 
under­ 
ground and on the surface is need­ 
ed to maintain its com bat effec­ 
tively. 
For its oil supplies Sweden de­ 
pends 
entirely on 
im ports. 
Oil 
and gasoline are stored in vast 
underground tanks in rock cham 
hers and abandoned mines. Hid­ 
den pipelines link these to the 
berthing places of tankers 
and 
tank cars. It will take years and 
vast sums of money to relocate 
these. 
Military expenditures now take 
about one-fifth of Sweden’s nation­ 
al budget. According to some es­ 
timates, 
this 
nation 
now 
must 
spend the equivalent of hundreds 
of millions of dollars more, and in 
a hurry, to repair the dam age of 
the loss of defense secrets through 
Wennerstrom.

dent Kennedy had not explained 
our position as m ere fund raisers 
in supjKirt of governmental policy 
as he had led me to believe he 
would. 
President 
Kennedy

mained silent, despite hints in the 
newspapers that he was involved. 
I had been told that he would 
make clear to the public the gov­ 
ernm ent’s role in our effort. Not 
only did he remain silent; he had 
apparently not bothered even to 
call in congressional leaders from 
both parties to brief them on the 
plan, an action which might have 
done much to forestall criticism 
in Congress.” 


CLEVELAND (AP? — Coroner 
Samuel R. Gerber recessed his 
inquest into the death of Marvin 
L. Gold today after two wetnesses 
provided little to add to the meag­ 
er inf ar ma ion gleaned from half 
a dozen witnesses Wednesday. 
Dr. Gerber made another pub­ 
lic plea for information that might 
aid 
authorities 
investigating the 
sensational slaying. 
“In view of the answers given 
by some witnesses,' ’ t h e coroner 
declared, “ It is apparent they are 
not interested in seeing a solution 
to the Mervin Gold killing.” 
The coroner attacked the man­ 
ner in which two prime witnesses 
used the Fifth Amendment, de­ 
claring that “the founding fathers 
never contemplated that the Fifth 
Amendment be taken advantage 
of under these conditions. ' 
He said he feels certain “there 
must be some people in this coun­ 
try who have information concer- 
n ng the activities of Alex (Shran- 
dor) Birrus or Mervin Gold.” 
Promising 
that 
names af in­ 
formants would “ not be bandied 
around unnecessarily,” he urged 
that they contact authorities with 
any information they may have. 
The uncooperative witnesses the 
coroner referred to include Birns 
and a school teacher friend he 
says he was with the night of July 
5, when Gold was brutadly slain. 
Both invoked the Fifth Amend­ 
ment repeatedly’ under quest on- 
ing. 
Final witnesses today were Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Edward J. Kandrac, 
who run a 
steak house where 
Birns had dinner late the evening 
Gold was murdered. 
Birns longtime Cleveland rack­ 
et figure refused to answer some 
60 questions. 
“I certainly can’t thank you for 
your cooperation,” Dr. Samuel R. 
Gerber, Cuyahoga County coro­ 
ner, observed wih a tinge of b i t- 
tenness. 
“That’s what you get for mak­ 
ing me spend $2,500 for nothing,” j 
retorted Birns, referring to the 
fee he had to pay a bondsman for 
the $50,000 band set by Gerber

swering the coroner’s questions 
was Allene Leonards, 24, Garfield 
Heights school teacher with whom 
Birns had a supper date the night 
Gold was killed. Like Birns she 
used 
the 
Fifth Amendment to 
grounds “ the answer might tend 
to incriminate m e.” She did this 
throughout her 35 minutes on the 
witness stand.
